JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present P. and O. mail brings advices from this port to 
the 2lst July, and by the Pacific mail we have news to the 25th 
July ; the French mail from London, June 4, arrived out on the 
19th July, and the following P. and O. mail, of June 11, was re- 
ceived on the 24th July. The Japan Mail supplies the fol- 
lowing items of news :— 

The following letter has been addressed by the Prime Mini 
ter to the Assembly of Nobles recently convoked :— 


Last year you bound yourselves by a common vow to establish your 
Assembly, to take deeply to heart the kindness of the Imperial instruc- 
tions to you, and to discharge to the utmost of your ability your duties 
as Nobles. This was truly a matter for congratulation, and if the Nobles 
had striven zealously to realise the practical results of such a resolution 
it would have been indeed fortunate for our country. Since that date, 
however, the meetings have been but scantily attended, and I have not 
learnt that any definite plan has been formed for accomplishing these 








results, Soma, while agreeing with the objects of the Assembly, have 
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gone elsewhere, others, who agree equally with them, stand by almost 
like mere spectators. It does not seem as if any notice was taken hy 
them as to whether the Assembly was in a state of prosperity or decay 
—or whether it was being established or abandoned. If such indolence 
and negligence continues, what is after all the good of your Assembly ? 
Saneyoshi’s former rejoicing is turned into sorrow. He is prevented by 
the pressure of his important duties from attending the Assembly fre- 
quently himself, but he cannot forget it by day or by night. He hopes 
that the members will commit to writing and communicate to him 
their plans for discharging the functions of the Assembly, together with 
their views as to the means of increasing its activity for the future. 
He will aid you in your endeavours. Do ye all give due consideration 
to these words. 

All the evidence points to the suspicion not that the Assembly 
has in any way been uncompliant to the views of the Govern- 
ment, but that its members have not the necessary force of char- 
acter to discharge their duties with any real advantage to the 
country. No one who reflects upon the part played by the great 
nobles at the revolution of 1868 can fail to make a low estimate 
of their average personal power, and their present conduct con- 
firms this view. What the country really wants is a man of 

nius, born in the purple, and who will do for Japan somethin 

ike what Alfred did for England, Peter for Russia, and Frederic 
for Prussia. 

We have the best reason for thinking that the report that this 
country is likely to be involved in war with Korea is without 
solid foundation, so that the newspaper articles and paragraphs 
which have appeared on the subject are merely misleading. 
Certainly there is no ground for regarding war as imminent, 
though the relations between the two countries may not be of a 
satisfactory nature. We may be quite certain that after recent 
experiences of the expense entailed even by so small an expedi- 
tion as that of Jast year to Formosa, Japan will not undertake 
one which would cost her ten times as much, unless it is actually 
forced upon her by circumstances which forbid any other course, 
and it is most ardently to be hoped that no such circumstances 
will arise. 

Akiyama Tsnetaro has resigned his position as supervisor of 
the Press, rather than carry out the laws recently promulgated 
for its regulation. But his act is of course not the slightest 
evidence one way or the other in regard to the wisdom of those 
laws. It is wholly impossible that a question so complicated as 
that of the relations of the Press to society should have re- 
ceived that study from any Japanese, be he who he may, which 
can make his opinion upon it of much value. It is even ob- 
servable that no foreign writer on the subject who has de- 
nounced these laws has given the smallest shadow of a reason 
for doing so. Englishmen, whose struggles for liberty during 
six centuries have given them a free press as the crown of 
those liberties, Top ae that because it is a precious thing 
for them it would be a wise thing for all nations in what- 
ever conditions. Of course it is easy to raise an applaud- 
ing shout by crying “ Free Press, Free Press ;” but it is far 
better that liberties should be delayed until there is some gua- 
rantee that they will be rightly used, than that the most sacred 
of all causes should be associated with excesses which not only 
bring it into disgrace, but delay its ultimate triumph. 

It is said that the Satsuma officials have sent in a memorial 
to the Throne expressive of grave dissatisfaction with the pre- 
sent condition of affairs, and complaining specially of the forma- 
tion of the Genroin, a body which they regard as useless and 
unnecessary. 

Captain Douglas, late director of the Imperial Naval College 
in Yedo, was honoured with an interview by tha Mikado on the 
22nd July. His Majesty addressed Capt. Douglas as follows :— 

Some time ago, in consequence of a request made to your Govern- 
ment, we invited you to take the position of Director of our Naval 
College. Since then you have discharged diligently the duties de- 
volving upon you, and it is due to you that the studies of the cadets 
have reached their present state of progress. We have great pleasure in 
heartily commending this result, being as it is the basis of the develop- 
ment of our navy. You have announced that you wish to resign this 
office, and return to your country. We therefore offer you a few of 
the productions of Japan as an acknowledgment of your services, and 
we wish you every happiness in your future career. 

Capt. C. W. Jones, a retired commander of the Royal Navy, 
succeeds to the post vacated by Captain Douglas. 

The Chikuhokuan Kuagt was closed by the Mikado on the 17th 
July, with the ceremonies which attended its inauguration. His 
Majesty addressed the following Speech to the members of the 
Assembly :— | : 

We are glad that your deliberations have been conducted conscien- 
tiously. e shall in due course, and after consulting with the Gen- 
ro-in, consider the recommendations which you have drawn up for our 
information and approval, and will take action thereon. Return, now, 
to rou respective offices, and discharge your duty to the State indus- 
triously. 

The extreme heat of the weather is found to affect the jinri- 
kisha men severely. Two men fell down dead, apparently from 
sunstroke, on the 17th July in Yedo, and a death from the same 
cause is reported to have occurred at Homoko. In the latter 
case the indifference usually shown to the dead was strikingly 
displayed ; the body was permitted to remain for some time at 
the road-side, during which the little clothing the dead man had 

was taken away. 
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A daring attack was made on the 17th Jul 
tage on the river bank at Kawasaki, Scoapiad by fee 

idge-keeper in the Government railway service, A art ay 
thieves, six in number, armed with swords, presented sh eee 
at the window and demanded admittance, but Mr. Balaam ig 
pared his house for a siege, and while carefully guarding hintsel 
awaited an opportunity to put his assailants to flight. His re. 
volver was out of order, but he fortunately possessed a musket 
which enabled him at length, and after enduring a siege of some 
hours, to rout the robbers. The report of the y haat Would 
not seem to have been heard by the neighbours. Mr. Balsam 
has not sustained any injury. 

All the persons who were tried some four or five years ago 
for the murder of Hirosawa, a Sangi, have been liberated. One 
of the party confessed to the crime op the application of torture, 
but his innocence having been since established he also has been 
set at large. 

_ The festival of the Kawa-biraki, or opening of the river Sumida 
in Yedo, which was celebrated on the evening of the 20th J uly 
was more brilliant and more largely attended than any of its 
predecessors for many years past. The festival marks the begin- 
ane of the do yu, a period of twenty-one days correspondi 
with our dog days, and celebrates the ancient custom of the heat- 
worn citizens of exchanging their dull and sultry streets for the 
cool airsand gay enlivenments of the metropolitan river. Nothi 
could be brigher than the scene presented near the Riogoku 
Bashi as the hour for discharging the fireworks drew near. On 
either bank crowds of merry-makers thronged the tea and 
dwelling-houses, lighted with thousands of gay-coloured lanterns 
which line the margin of the stream, while the river was alive, 
and in the Maree} of the bridge was almost impassable, with 
the closely-packed mass of boats which had come together. The 
fireworks demand no special notice. They consisted of the usual 
roan of catherine wheels, rockets, roman candles, and set pieces 
displayed from the Riogoku Bashi. This began at about nine 
o'clock, and at half-past ten the amusement had ended. 

The first of the series of promenade concerts held on the 2th 
July at the Public Gardens afforded much gratification to ita 
audience, the heat of the day having given place to an agreeable 
southerly breeze which admitted of the thorough enjoyment of 
the al fresco entertainment. The band of H.M.S. Audacious 
performed a selection of instrumental music with spirit, and 
some glees and part songs were sung with such pleasing effect 
as to secure more than one demand for repetition. The success 
of the first of the series bodes well for those which are to follow. 

A report from Ichinoseki, a town in the province Rikuzen, 
states that on the boundary of the provinces of Sendai and 
Mogami a terrible catastrophe has just occurred. A violent dis- 
ruption of earth and rock took place at the foot of the Kamuro- 
dakae mountain, whence issued a torrent of water destroying all 
the people who were using the hot springs at the time, Thirty 
corpses and one horse have since been dug out. The village of 
Hiyate, in the vincinity, was also carriedaway. The loss of life 
was great, but is not yet accurately known. 

An alarm of fire was raised about four o’clock a.m. on the 18th 
July on smoke mens observed to issue from the premises of 
Messrs. Batavus and Co., ship chandlers, &c., Water-street. It 
was some little time before the engines arrived and a proper 
supply of water was available for their use, and in the mean- 
time the fire, fed by the combustible material stored within the 
building, had obtained such a hold as to defy all attempts to 
extinguish it. Shortly before five the roof fell through, and the 
flames were got under. The front portion, or store, contained 
ships’ stores, paint, oils, &c., nearly all of which have been 
destroyed or rendered valueless. 

We learn from the Hochi Shimbun that some twenty-five of 
the deputies who accompanied the Governors of their respective 
ken remain in Yedo for the purpose of learning the decision of 
bare Genro-in to their memorial respecting the mode of represeD- 

ion. 

{t is not so long since we had to point out the ill-usage that 
the English language meets with at ae hands of the Custon- 
House people. The following may be read upon a new notice 
board at the French Hatoba. “No body allowed to pags on & 
jinrikisha carriage sedan or horse-back except cart Custom 
House.”

SHANGHAI — 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 25th 
July ; the P. and O. mail from London June 11 was received on 
the 22nd July. The following summary of news is from the 
North China Herald :-— 

We understand that the C. M.S. N. Co., having apparently 
exhausted all possible proceedings against the Ocean, now threaten 
the Shunpao. Something that paper said in commenting on the 
Fusing disaster annoyed the managers, and they threaten an 
action for libel, The Company’s case appears feeble to a degree. 


Serr. 13, 1875] 
The article is verbose and loosely put together, but its purport 
very evidently is to recommend the Chinese—if they are going 
in for foreign ships—to give attention to instructing a class of 
good sailors. The /’us’ng case is merely taken as an instance 
where more lives might probably have been saved if the sailors 
had been skilled and prompt to deal with emergencies. The as- 
sumption is quite reasonable. If the men had been such trained 
sailors as English men-of-war’s men, it is very likely some of the 
other boats would have been set free; the evidence went to 
show how nearly this was accomplished by the exertions of the 
English officers of the ship. There is not a ghost of a charge 
against the officers in the whole article, and there is no word of 
mismanagement on the part of the Company. It employs 
Chinese sailors, whom the writer does not consider highly skilled, 
but so do most other steamers on the coast. 

The Municipal minutes mention that it has been resolved to 
construct a full-sized bridge across the Soochow Creek at the end 
of Szechuen-road, instead of a fuot bridge. The Council are wise 
in doing this while they are about it, as half of the additional 
a ar is promised from private contributions. It would have 
to be done sooner or later, and may as well be done at first.— 
The sanction of the American and Austro-Hungarian Ministers 
and the Portuguese Charge d’Affaires has been given to the 
amendments in the Land Regulations passed at the late meeting 
of ratepayers. That of the British Minister has not yet been ob- 
tained, but the delay is perhaps incidental to Mr. Wade’s stay in 
Shanghai. The letter siking his approval is no, doubt delayed in 
Peking, and a renewed application to him here would elicit the 
necessary sanction. 

A general parade of the Volunteer Corps has been held. A 
fair number of Volunteers turned out, considering the weather. 
Men always exaggerate the exertion and heat of drill, and shrink 
from what is pealy only pleasant exercise. About eighty of the 
four rifle companies fell in—all except the Mi-ho-loongs being 
represented by less than half their real strength. The Mickies 
however, mustered in good force. Only sight rangers turned 
out, out of a force of about eight-and-twenty ; yet it 1s no hotter 
riding in company than singly, and all the members are men 
who Rebitually take horse exercise. The Artillery was absent 
altogether, and that is inexcusable. Very full musters can 
hardly be looked for, nor very much drill expected, during the 
hot weather. What is desired is to get the men together 
to show that the force is organised, and is in hand; an 
when so important an arm as the Artillery fails altogether 
to put in an appesrance one is driven to infer that some 
need exists for reorganisation. After going through a few 

reliminary movements in front of the Custom House the 

orce was marched to the racecourse, headed by the band, 
and went shrough a few battalion manceuvres very creditably. 
There were fewer spectators than usual on the ground, but the 
usual crowd of traps pressed on the column in its line of march, 
and men who would have looked much better in uniform went 
through the formality of keeping step in front, rear, and on 
either flank. The drill ended about seven, and, again headed by 
the band, the men marched back to the Bund, where they were 
dismissed about 7.30, after a very pleasant and moderate after- 
noon’s exercise. The band, ably led by M. Remusat, lent life to 
the marching, and the Volunteers are indebted to its mem- 
bers for turning out so strongly. Carrying big drums, trom- 
bones, and such implements, is no joke with the thermometer 
at 90. 
We hear that the Chinese are beginning to complain loudly of 
the badness of the crops in this and other provinces. A good 
deal of rice was spoiled by heing flooded and destroyed while it 
was young, and the cotton crop is said to be seriously damaged. 
In many places they talk of half an average crop as a probable 
outturn. In some places remissions of “land-tax are being asked 
for. Such an application has been made at Quinsan by a number 
of elders. The magistrate, we are told, gave them 100 cash 
a-piece, and refreshment, and told them not to make a fuss, and 
he would send officers to inspect their land and report. 

The native sugar merchants have lately published a complaint 
of interference in their dealings with foreigners. The rules in 
regard to the sugar impost have, they say, been continually 
changed since last year, which has been a matter of extreme 
embarrassment to the merchants. They have now received orders 
from the Weiyuen in charge of the Tax-oftice that sugar mer- 
chants must not henceforth have dealings with the foreign mer- 
chants, and if they are found disobeying this order they will be 
heavily punished. 

Looking at the official’s idea, itt would seem that he wishes to pro- 
hibit us altogether from buying cargo of foreign merchants. But it is 
now several tens of years since Chinese merchants have had intercourse 
with foreign merchants, and there is a treaty to confirm the practice. 
It is extremely hard that the sugar merchants should be required to 
stop operations with the foreign merchants all atonce. We all respect- 
fully begged to ask what was the cause of this new regulation, and the 
Weiyuen replied that he had received instructions from his superior 
official. We asked him to issue a notification for the information of 
merchants, but were put off with excuses. He said, if you people buy 
sugar of the native merchants there will be a reduction of 40 per cent. 
on the impost ; if you buy from foreign merchants the full duty will 
be collected. 

The merchants go on to complain that the Folikien and Chao- 
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chow Guilds have been given a monopoly of the right of passing 
sugar through the Tax-office. The northern merchants object to 
this. In regard to fines there are no settled laws, and the 
Weiyuen seems able to mulct them at his own pleasure. An 
instance is given of a Shanghai hong asking a Fobkien hong to 
make application to Bee forty-five bags bought of foreigners, 
and which was fined Tls. 163. Another man wanted to pass 
seventy bags, and was fined Tls. 385 ; another, with sixty-two, 
was fined Tls. 752. There have been innumerable other cases, 
This was not for attempting to smuggle, but merely because the 
Tax-oftice found out that the sugar they wished to pass was 
bought from foreigners. If men are fined for attempting to 
smuggle it is their own fault, and the memorialists wauld have 
nothing to say. But officials inthe Tax-office are like wolves 
and tigers. They keep the merchants in custody on the 
premises, and coerce them into giving as much as they want. 
After they have fined them without any legitimate reason, they 
write it down as ans Two firms which were formerly 
very flourishing have had to shut up since they were fined ; and 
many other small firms are very much embarrassed. 

A 1ather smart robbery has been committed in the neighbour- 
hood of Kin-le-yuen jetty. The luggage of a foreigner who was. 
about to embark on board one of the outward-bound northern 
steamers was being conveyed on barrows; on the last vehicle 
was also a box belonging to his boy, containing clothing to the 
value of $30, While the boy was busy removing his master’s 
property to the steamer a well-dressed native who had watched 
the operation went ay to the barrow-coolie, said he was a friend 
of the boy, and would take his box on board. The coolie per- 
mitted him to take it away, and it has not been since seen. 

The undermanned condition in which some large ocean-goin 
steamers have been lately running has attracted the attention o 
the local marine insurance offices ; and on Tuesday an intima- 
tion was given to a captain that unless he shipped five more 
hands for the homeward voyage a policy could not be granted 
him. The additional hands were at once obtained. 

A serious accident has happened in the Shanse-road, nearly at 
its junction with the Maloo. A large number of market people 
had as usual taken up their stand on each side of the road, leav- 
ing just sufficient width in the centre for the passage of one 
ca along which foot passengers also had to walk. One of 
the Municipal dust carts was copia: very slowly through 
this opening, when an aged small-footed woman stumbled against 
the cart, and was thrown down, the wheel passing over her foot’ 
and leg, causing a compound fracture. Information of the acci- 
dent was given at the Lowza Police-station, and Inspector Wil- 
son directed the poor woman’s removal to the Gutzlaff Hospital, 
where amputation of the limb was performed by Drs. Jamieson 
and Henderson, and the sufferer seems in a fair way of recovery. 

In the case of the collision which recently took place in the 
Peiho river, between the C.M.S.N. Company’s steamer Pungching 
and Messrs. Russell and Co.’s steamer Shantung, both sides 

d to refer the investigation of the circumstances attending 
it to Captain Hutchinson, of the steamer /faining. The inquiry 
took place at the office of the C.M.S.N. Company, being of course 
conducted privately, and resulted in a decision in favour of the 
Shantung. The cost of repairing both vessels, amounting to 
something under Ts. 3,000, will therefore be paid by the Yung- 
ching ; her own portion being, we believe, covered by insurance. 

The Chinese have lately hit upon a new kind of forgery. They 
are melting down cheap German lead in Hongkew, and making 
it into pigs of “L.B.” for the benefit of country buyers. The 
effect will, of course, be to depreciate the value of true L.B. lead 
in the interior. We understand that the attention of H.M. Con- 
sul has been called to the matter, and hope that it will be found 
possible to check and punish the fraud. 

The remarkable rumour that the Chinaman for whose murder 
Fawcett was tried at Chefoo was not killed seems to be gaining 
strength. A correspondent writes :—“ At the trial Mr. Hannen 
objected to the written report of the inquest, which was the only 
thing handed in to prove the man’s death, while no proof was 
given that the man had been actually seen dead. The people 
near the promontory can have no motive in spreading the pre- 
sent report ; and it is noteworthy that, since the report has. been 
in circulation, the Che-hsien of Yung-ching, near which towa 
the murder was supposed to have been committed, has been sud- 
denly removed !” e give this extract, as we gave. the firss 
rumour, for what it may be worth. It is certainly a-very onrious 
one, and at least worth investigation. 

The steamer Vanking reports that the water mark at Hankow 
stood at forty-four feet eight inches, and was falling slowly. 
The country was much flooded, and the weather in Hankow 
very hot. ; 

The subjoined additional items of intelligence are from the. 
Celestial Empire :— : 

Our Tientsin correspondent draws attention to a fact the sig- 
nificance of which can perhaps hardly be accurately yi in 
the absence of fuller information, viz., the refusal of Li Hung- 
chang to permit the Peruvian ».inister to proceed to Peking. 
From other sources we learn what is rumoured to have been the 
difficulty. According to this account, the Viceroy is said to have 
referred to the condition of Chinese subjects in Peru, and to 
have asked Dr. Elmore whether he was prepared to give the 
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Chinese Government a guarantee for their safety. The Minister 
replied, as far as we can gather, that he believed there was no 
cause for alarm on their behalf, but as he had no particular in- 
structions with respect to this especial point he really could not 
commit himself to any direct reply. “Then,” rejoined the Vice- 
roy, “you cannot go to Peking.” The step certainly seems arbi- 
trary, and one is really at a loss to understand the position oc- 
cupied by Li and the peculiar nature of the powers with which 
he appears to be invested. Is he placed at Tientsin as a sort of 
outpost, or in Masonic parlance, a to warn off all comers and 
intruders who may be disagreeable to the Government, on the 
plea: that they are not in possession of certain powers? Is hea 
sort of buffer to the Tsung-li Ya-mén, an intermediary through 
whom we shall have in future to approach that august body and 
without whose sanction foreign representatives will not be per- 
mitted to proceed to the capital ? | 

Our Newchwang correspondent writes:—I am glad to be 

in able to report vigorous and successful action on the part 
of the Chinese authorities and Imperial troops. Seven days ago 
another engagement between the banditti and the Imperial 
forces took place, somewhat to the east, but still near to Ta-koo- 
shan. On either side large numbers were engaged, and it is offi- 
cially reported that between one and two thousand of the banditti 
were killed, and between three hundred and five hundred taken 
prisoners. These are large numbers ; and in all likelihood very 
considerably exaggerated. The banditti havea large and stron 
stockade, to which they retreated, and which they defended 
vigorously for some time ; but the Imperial troops eventually 
broke into it, and the banditti, thus defeated in their own strong- 
hold, retreated, the main force making for the Ya-lu. The Im- 
perial troops are in pursuit. Two or three days ago some escort 
or insurance runners were denounced in our port town here as 
having been in former times friendly to the banditti. They 
were apprehended by the police and taken before the magistrate, 
who has deemed it prudent to send them on to Moukden, where 
their case will be inquired into. These men were sent under 
armed escort, but they were not ironed. The action generally 
of the officials is vigorous, and it is already bearing good. fruit, as 
the district in which our port is situated is unusually quiet and 
peaceful. OS 

As an apt comment upon the remark that the Chinese inva- 
riably get the better of us in the races of both diplomacy and 
wealth, we may mention a rumour that has lately reached us to 
the effect that there isan Ocean Steam-ship Company in the 
course of formation, in connection, we believe, with the China 
Merchant’s Company already in existence. We have no details 
of the project beyond the mere fact that it is in contemplation, 
and will probably assume a tangible shape before long, but cer- 
tainly there seems no reason why the Chinese should not extend 
their commercial navigation to the shores of the Western coun- 
tries. It would tend rather to our eventual advantage, in bring- 
ing them into closer intercourse with European civilisation, and 
probably give no small impetus to the now effete and languishing 

‘China trade.” We hope to be in possession of further particu- 
lars ere long. 

We hear of the loss of the lorcha Anonyma in the Yangtsze, 
somewhere about the Lang-shan crossing, on Saturday. She 
carried away her foremast in the heavy wind and sea, and the 
mast appears to have knocked a hole in her bow. She sank 
about eight minutes after the accident. All on board but three 
were saved in the sampan, and two of the others were picked up 
by the lorcha Kin-fan lee, which saw the accident and bore down 
to their assistance. The Xin-fan-lee brought back the captain 
and crew to Shanghai. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


SHANGHAI, JULY 24. 
Mr. Wade’s attachés, Messrs. Grosvenor and Baber, have re- 
turned from Hankow, where they went to meet the Commissioner 
said to be appointed by the Chinese Government to proceed to 
Yunnan, but there was no Commissioner there, and he was not 
expected for a month or two. The rumour now is that the 
Chinese have marched 100,000 soldiers into Yunnan. The inten- 
tion of Mr. Wade to send two Englishmen into Yunnan with 
war impending, is, to say the least of it, impolitic and unjustifi- 
able ; valuable lives ought not thus to be Laon away. To an 
outsider it would appear that the Chinese Government are play- 
ing with our Minister. How is Mr. Disraeli’s statement in the 
House of Commons verifiable “that Mr. Wade’s demands on 
the Chinese Government bad been conceded,” when after four- 
and-a-half months no advance is made? He has placed his 
country in a false position by demanding an inquiry. He should 
have demanded satisfaction within a given tinte, and he would 
have got it. In the end it must come to that. We have 
the power of enforcing our demands by seizing Formosa, and 
kit ih a force into Yunnan. The Home Government are 
evidently trying to shirk their duty, but the Chinese back is up; 
in fact, so far they are masters of the situation. Without alludin 
to the Margary case; we have here a Mr. Cooper nearly strangled 
and his life only saved by other foreigners coming on the scene, 
his boat gutted and gsakent br and the Chinese refuse to give 
an aatisfacti ion or to punish the rs. 
uch surprise has been exp here at the decision of Con- 
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sul Medhurst in awarding 11,009 taels against the captain of the 
Ocean, as compensation for the lives of the Chinese lost on the 
occasion of the shipwreck of the Fv3inz. The Taoutsi has, since 
he has succeeded in getting this decision, p2remptorily refused 
to give any redress in the Quinsan caze. 

The Ocean case is to be appzaled hom? to the Privy Council 
who will have to decide whether Sir E. ILornby was justified 
in announcing his decision against the Oczan before he had 
heard the evidence on her behalf, and whether he was justified 
in awarding a large sum of money to the passengers by the 
Fusing to be paid by the Ocean, the claim not having been put 
in till after his decision was given. ‘I'o a non-legal mind such 
an act seens the reverse of justice, bat peculiar notions exist in 


‘the judicial mind. Another peculiarity in the case was the ig-: 


norauce of the legal mind as to th: limitation of liabilitv for 
collisions, under the Merchant Shipping Act, until the ca3e was 
allover. Sir E. Hornby’s decision made the owners of the Qezan 
liable for three times the value of their own ship ; this shows the 
necessity of the limitation provided by law, otherwise owners of 
ships might be ruined. With regard to the award of Tls. 11,090 
for the lives of the passengers drowned in the Pesing ordered by 
Mr. Consul Medhurst with the Taoutai, as a Mixed Court, ta 
be paid by Captain Brown, of the Ovzan, there is no atmilar 
decision by any English Court for 1o33 of life by collision at sea. 
This was a collision iu a dense fog, both vessels going at the 
same rate of speed. The Ocean stru:’s the Pusinz on the stan 
board bow, and the latter vessel sunk in four minutes, befure 
there was time to lower a single boat. Had the Fusing been a 
strongly-built vessel she would not have foundered, and Captain 
Brown lowered his boats and saved nearly half the passengera 
and crew of the Fusinz, in fact all who had not gone down in 
the vessel. Yet, without any negligence, culpable, or otherwise, 
being proved or even charged against him, he is ordered to pay 
between three and four thousand pounds out of his private re- 
sources. He naturally fails to see the justice of such a decision, 
and declines to submit to it. It may be in your recollection 
that last year a man was said to hive been accidentally killed 
near Chefoo by a foreigner in the Customs’ service at the light- 
house near the Shantung Promontory. After an inquiry before 
the Consul, Mr. Lay, and the Taoutai, there not being suffi- 
cient evidence to convict, as the pistol went off accidentally, 
shooting a man behind, the man was liberated and went to 
Japan. The mandarin grossly insulted the English Consul 
on that occasion, shook him by the arm, and threatened to 
order his soldiers to kill Mr. Lay, the Consul. Instead of 
any notice being taken of this indignity, Sir E. Hornby, who 
arrived at Chefoo shortly afterwards, issued a warrant to arrest 
the man Fawcett, and dragged him back from Japan. He was 
tried before a jury and acquitted, and Sir E. Hornby upbraided 
the jury for giving such an iniquitous verdict. It now turns 
out that the man was not killed at all, and is,walking about as 
usual. So much for relying on Chinese testimony. "There was 
no proof of a dead body, except that given by the local mandann, 
yet the judge pressed for a conviction for murder,—the offence 
really committed being homicide by misadventure, 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 3lst July ; the 
French mail from London June 18 was received on the 25th of 
July, and the following P. and O. mail of the 25th June arrived 
out on the 29th July. The following items of intelligence are 
from the China Mail :— 


A meeting of the shareholders of the Hong Kong Hotel Com- 

ny took place on the 28th July. There were present :— 

essrs. A. Andre (Chairman), Belilios, Burrows, H. Smith, C. P. 
Chater, Vaucher, Landstein, Erdmann, Fereira, Wisner, Haus- 
child (Secretary), and others. The Chairman observed that he 
had no remarks to make ; the accounts would speak for them- 
selves. He might, however, mention that since the report was 
printed another $2,000 had been paid towards the reduction of 
the debt, and the loan account was steadily decreasing. With 
this remark; he proposed the adoption of the report and the 
balance sheet. Mr. Landstein having seconded, the motion was 
carried unanimously. The re-election of Messrs. S. E. Burrows 
and C. P. Chater as directors was next proposed, and also carried 
unanimously. The confirmation of the appointment of Mr. 
Vaucher as auditor, in place of Mr. H. Cohen, who had left the 
Colony, was approved of, and the proceedings terminated. The 
following is the report which was presented :— 

The directors have again to submit to you their half-yearly report, 
with statement of assets and liabilities and an abstract of profit and 
loss account for the six months ending 30th June last. Profit and 
Loss Account : This account shows a credit balance of $6,815.93. The 
directors recommend disposing of this profit by distributing amongst 
the shareholders a dividend of $2.50 per share, thus absorbing the sum 
of $4,645, and to carry the surplus of $2,270.93 to the reserve fund in 
order to provide for depreciation. Loan Account: As intimated in 
last report, this acconnt had by periodical payments been reduced to 
£77,000. The directors are glad to notice that since the accounts were 
made up this debt has been diminished by a further payment of 


2,000. 
The directors have much pleasure in stating that the hotel escaped 
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from the effects of the late fire with very little injury and that the 
local insurance offices have paid the damage to the building and furni- 
ture with their usual promptness and liberality. The business of the 
hotel has not been characterised by any new feature beyond the fact 
that the earnings of the lessees appear to be steadily increasing.

Ordinance and the Ordinance for the more effectual protection of 
her Majesty's Naval: Stures ; and a proclamation that Her Ma- 
jesty has been pleased to approve aid confirm the Ordinance to 
provide means for enforcing good order and discipline in the 
police force employed in the Royal Naval Yard. 

Heavy rainstorms have prevailed during the fortnight. The 
greatest fall was on the 23rd July, when 3°74 inches fell. The 
weather has been generally “typhoonish,” and the barometer 
several times fell considerably. No unusual gale, however, was 
experienced, and it is now supposed that heavy storms have pre- 
vailed to the southward. 

A committee meeting of the Hong Kong Humane Society has 
been held, when it was agreed to send round a circular to collect 
subscriptions. Captain McEwen was nominated General Super- 
intendent, and a sub-committee was elected, consisting of Mir, 
McEwen, Captain Bradshaw (80th), Captain McMurdo, Mr. 
Gillies) and Mr. Wilson. The uniform agreed upon was a 
helmet, a blue shirt, and a life belt. 

The P. and O. steamer Gwalior seems to be rather an unluck 
vessel. Scarcely has she well got the better of the accident whic 
befel her off the coast of Hainan, than she again meets with small 
disasters, Ere leaving Shanghai she was delayed by a breakage or 
defect of the air-pump bucket ; this being put to rights she proceeded 
on her way, until off Swatow the bending of an ecceutric rod 
caused another stoppage of eight or nine hours, Both the acci- 
dents were minor ones, and might have occurred to any steamer ; 
but the public, of course, merely look at the fact of delay having 
three times been caused by engine-room defects, and, whether 
justly or not, get an idea that the engines are not in good work- 
ing order. 

A supply of bronze cent pieces has been received from Eng- 
land, and are to be obtained in exchange on application at the 
Treasury. 

A riot has occurred at Kuk-fau (Canton), of which thé occu- 
pants of a flower-boat were the objects. Two or three thousand 
people turned out, but no serious harm was done.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 7th 
August ; the French mail from London July 2 arrived out on the 
3lst July. We take the following items of intelligence from the 
Straits Times :-— 7 

The visitof Sir William Jervois to the Native Stateson the East 
Coast of the Malay Peninsula was {extended beyond the limits of 
the visits of our previous Governors, and promises to have more 
important results, A very considerable trade already exists be- 
tween the States of the East Coast and Singapore, and the estab- 
lishment of closer friendly relations between their rulers and this 
Government will tend materially to encourage the development 
of their resources. His Excellency received a hearty welcome at 
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all the places he visited, and was enabled to glean from the rulers 
much valuable information as to the population, products, and 
resources of their respective countries. 

A letter we have received from the P. and O. Company’s. 
Agent, Captain Kellock, contains a piece of information which, 
if we are not greatly mistaken, is new to the community, and 
yet one which should have been made known publicly and offi- 
cially long ago. It is contained in the statement that, by the. 
new Contract of August last year between the Postmaster Ges | 
ral of England and the P. and O. Company, the Company’s ships 
are only bound to start from and arrive at the terminal ports at.: 
the dates set forth, there being no time mentioned for stoppages at. 
intermediate stations. Now if this is so, and we are of course. 
bound to accept Captain Kellock’s word that it is so, then here 
is another instance of the carelessness with which Lord John, 
Manners drew up and sanctioned the new Contract. Under the 
old contract the homeward P. and O. steamers were bound to. 
remain here in Singapore for the space of twenty-four hours,

IMPORTS. . 

Yorouama.—Cotton Fabrics: The market continued inanimate, oki 
ruled irregularly and dealers were still indisposed, or more probably 
unable, to purchase to any extent. Some transactions are reported in 
8} and 9 lbs. Shirtings and in Velvets, but in all cases very low prices 
had been accepted by sellers. Business in Yarns and in other classes of 
Cotton manufactures had been unimportant. Woollens: A relatively 
good demand for plain Mousselines was recorded, although prices 
showed no quotable change. All other Woollens continued neglected. 
No improvement was expected for about another month. Metals: A 
large quantity of Belgian Iron had been thrown upon the market, and 
had exercised a depressing effect upon rates. 

H10Go-Osaka.—Deliveries had been smaller than during the previous 


| month, and with few exceptions quotations were either nominal or- 


actually lower. Cottons.—Grey Shirtings: The bulk of the business had 
again been confined to common chops imported by Chinese. Turkey 
Reds: Prices had still further given way, and even at the decline there 
was no inquiry. Black Velvets were entirely neglected. Victoria 
Lawns: The market was at one period weaker, but had since recovered, 
and closed with firmness. Worsted and Woollens: Black Lastings, 
Figured Orleans, and Checked Lustres were almost unsaleable.

Laine were weaker, but the other descriptions continued saleable.

CHINKIANG.—Messrs. Spencer and Wolff write on the 21st July :— 
During the past week medium quality Grey Shirtings have been the 
only goods inquired for to any extent. Our dealers have of course 
taken full benefit of the lower range of prices established at Shanghai, 
but have not been induced thereby to make larger purchases than they 
otherwise would have done. 

SHaNcHaI.—The Chamber of Commerce Report says :—Cottons : 
Attracted by the low prices at which goods have besn offered dur- 
ing the fortnight the Native deaiers have been induced to buy 
largely on speculation, the trausactions of this kind being chiefly in 
8.4 lbs. Grey Shirtings and English Jeans, Gréy Shirtings: 7 lbs. are 
rather lower, with small business. 8.4 lbs. have been sold at reduced 

rices, with a large business, and recently forced sales of one chop have 
n made to a considerable extent. Best quality have declined 5 to6 
candareens, with some inquiry freely met. For common there has been 
a moderate demand at slightly lower rates. Large sales of mildewed 
common, 8.4 have taken place. The prices realised were high compared 
with the value of sound goods.

Grey Shirtings, at $2.65 
per piece. Also some sales of Lead at $9 against Tea. 

‘ Hona Kono.—There had been no arrivals during the interval 
besides the mail steamers. As might have been expected from the 
tone of advices from home the market continued dull and declining, 
with an increasing desire on the part of importers to keep 
moving supplies, while the Chinese, who were equally informed of 
curreit events, make the most of their opportunity, buying merely for 
their immediate wants, and then only when prices suit them. Advices 
from the North continued without any encouragement, and at the out- 
ports there had been no improvement either in demand or prices. 

_ Batavia.—The market continued extremely dull and inactive. 

Srncapore.—In the last report a general dulness in the demand for 
imports was advised ; so far from any improvement having since ap- 
peared, the demand had further fallen off during the fortnight, and the 
market closed quite lifeless. Stocks of most Cotton staples were mode- 
rate, and quotations scarcely showed a change, 

PENANG.—-There had been no improvement in the import market. 
Demand generally had been exceedingly quiet, transactions very limited 
and prices weak, although some importers were at the close holding for 
improved rates.

This had led toa large business, and 
settlements since the 7th July amounted to 15,000 piculs, the bulk 
being composed of medium to fine grades. Choice Teas were still very 
scarce, and nominal. Rates of freight, £2 15s. to £3 for sailing vessels, 
and £4 to £4 10s. for steamers, _ The shipments of Tea from this port, 
aince the 7th July, amounted to 1,211,238 Ibs. Quotations : Common, 


$20 to $22 per picul ; good common, $23 tu $25; medium, $26 to $28 ;: 


good medium, $29 to $31; fine, $33'to $35 ; finest, $36 to $38. Ex- 
port from Ist May to date, 4,152,089 lbs., against 3,760,872 lbs. during 
corresponding period of last season. . 

Hroco-Osaka.—The Chamber of Commerce Report says :—During 
the month business has continued active, and until the departure of 
the mail of the 5th July the quotations last given were fairly sup- 
ported. After that steamer left, however, holders were obliged to 
concede to some extent to the views of buyers, and prices quickly 
dropped $2 or $3, until fully good medium was procurable at $30. 
The market has since continued weak, stocks having accumulated con- 
siderably. The latter are now estimated at 5,700 piculs. Settlements 
are reported at 6,500 piculs, Total settlements to the 16th July are 
21,000 piculs, against 21,000 piculs at the corresponding period last 
year. 

Haxkow.—Measrs, Evans, Pugh, and Co.’s Report says :—Operations 
in second crop Teas at this port since supplies came to market have 
been on a more extensive scale than in any previous year, and ship- 
ments to Shanghai for sale there consequently less. Arrivals during 
the past fortnight have amounted to about 44,000 chests ; settlements 
on this market 23,000 chests ; and shipments to Shanghai on Chinese 
account to 12,000 chests. Prices, under the influence of telegraphic 
advices recetved as to sales of new Teas ex Glenartney, have gradually 
declined, and most classes of Oopack and Oonahms may be quoted 
Tir. 1 to 2 per picul lower, while Oanfas also show better valne. In 

no transactions have been reported. Second crop Chon-sow- 
kais have sold at 1/2 to 1/4 a Ib., Oopacks at 1/1 to 1/4} per Ib., and 
Lie-lings at 1/0 to 1/2? per lb. These prices are, when the rates of 
exchange and freights now ruling are taken into{consideration low, but 
the quality of the Teas now offering is inferior. Quotations are :—For 
fair to medium Oopacks Tis. 15.50 to 20.00, against Tls. 17.C0 to 
Tis. 24.50 at same date last season ; Oanfas Ts. 17.00 to 24.00, against 
Tis. 18.00 to 24.50 ; Oonahms TIs. 12.00 to 17.25, against Ts. 13.00 to 
19.25. Settlements to date are :—355,023 chests, against 285,440 
ehesta in 1874 ; shipments ori native account, 76,293 chests, against 
113,710 chests in 1874 ; contracts, 804 chests, against 4,020 ehests in 
‘1874 ; stock is estimated, 14,452 chests, against 6,097 chesta in 1874. 
Total, 446,572 chests, against 409,267 chests in 1874. 

Kiukiana.— Black Teas: The settlements during the fortnight 
amounted to 712 chestsonly. Total arrivals 133,130 chests ; no stock. 
Green Teas: Three chops (650 half-chests) had arrived and gone 
forward to Shanghai. 

SHANGHAI.—Black : A considerable business had been transacted 
during the fortnight, chiefly in second crop teas. Since the receipt of 
advices from London reporting losses on early shipments, however, 
there had been rather less disposition to do business. At the close the 
market was quieter, and prices had a downward tendency. In fact, 
some of the latest settlements showed a decline of a tacl a picul com- 
pared with those made about ten days previously. The bulk of the 
second crop tea had arrived ; its quality was generally condemned. 
The export continued in excess of last season, and was going forward 
almost entirely by steamer ; only two sailing vessels had cleared for 
London against six to same date last year. Settlements for the fort- 
night, 29,831 chests; reshipments on owners’ account, 466; stock, 
30,400 chests. Quotations: Hohow, common to fine, 104d. to 
1s. 107d. ; Oonam, common to fair, 11d. to 1s, 2d.; ditto, fair to good, 
1s, 2d. to 1s. 44d. ; Ningchow, medium to fine, 1s. 3id. to 1s. 93d. ; 
Qopack, fair to good, Is. 1#d. to 1s. 44d. Green: The market for 
Pingsueys was opened on the 9th July by the shipment of three chops 
to England. Since then they had been in moderate demand, princi- 
pally for the same market, at prices about 25 per cent. below last 
year’s opening rates. Teas from the Taiping district had also found 
buyers at figures which showed the same decline on last season’s

quotations. According to latest advices much cheaper purchases of 
old Teas could be made upon the home markets. New Teenkais had 
been shown, but the ideas of teamen and buyers were so far apart that 
none had been bought. In the cup they were no better than last 
season, but in make and colour there was an improvement. The fol- 
lowing were about the prices paid: For Pingsuey, 5,231 half-chests, 
at 27 to 31 taels per picul ; Taiping, 2,198 half-chests, at 24 to 30.5 tls, 
per picul. 

FoocHow.—Messrs. Westall, Galton and Co.’s Weekly Letter says :— 
During the past week, business has been on much the same scale as 
previously reported. Buying has continued for the Colonies toa more 
limited extent, and the bulk of the purchases have been for the Lon- 
don market. Congou: The general quality of the second crop, teas is 
disappointing, but many are clean and well flavoured. Heavy arrivals 
have continued, and settlements, with a few exceptions, have been con- 
fined to them. During the last few days there has been an especially 
active inquiry, and though no decided advance in prices can be quoted 
teamen are firmer and the market closes with a hardening tendency, 
Souchong: Only a trifling business has been doing at former rates. 
Oolong : Settlements show no change. Flowery Pekoe: But one par- 
cel has changed hands. The supply of this description is now almost 
exhausted. Scented Teas have continued to be taken to about the 
same extent as last reported. Prices have ruled decidedly easier, but 
the Teas are inferior to last season’s, and greatly wanting in scent. 

Amoy anD TamsvuI.—Congou: Settlements during the fortnight 
amounted to 8,500 packages, at $19 to 26. The market was cleared of 
the better kinds, and the parcels still on offer were mostly undesirable 
at current rates. Second crop Teas had been arriving freely, but the 
quality thus far was not reported favourable. Oolong: The market 
for this description was yet open, and no settlements were reported. 
Arrivals 33,908 packages, against 95,699 packages same time last year. 
Formosa Teas: The market at Tamsui was somewhat quieter at date 
of last advices. Second crop Teas were coming in slowly. For good 
to superior cargo grades Teamen were asking rather high rates, but 
with present discouraging advices from New York some considerable 
concessions will have to be made to induce business. 

CaNnTON.— Messrs. Deacon and Co.’s Report says :—-The remarks in 
our report of the 15th July have again to be repeated in our present 
issue, advices of the home market continuing to be of a very unsatis- 
factory character; the firm antagonistic position taken up by buyers 
and sellers has been maintained on both sides, and the result has been 
a fortuight’s business of the most trivial character. Teamen have 
shown no disposition to meet buyers, and seem loath to realise that it 
is for them to give way before business can be resumed. Congous: A 
few settlements have been made, and in some instances prices have 
been a trifle in favour of buyers. A few shipments have been made 
from Macao, but the market there is without change. Scented Teas: 
There has been no business during the fortnight in Capers ; the 2,000 
boxes reported below being a settlement made previous to the issue of 
our last report, though not made public till after the departure of the 
mail. A few small parcels of fine Pekoe have attracted the attention 
of buyers, and these have been taken at former rates; of other grades 
no transactions are reported. Canton Greens: Settlements as given 
below have been made for the Colonies, 


SILK. 

YOKOHAMA.—Only a limited business had been done. Settlements 
of “ new crop” had been about 40 bales, purchased at $360 to $380 per 
picul (in London equal to a cost of 13s. 10d. to 14s. 6d. per lb., and in 
Lyons f. 88 to f.40 per kilo.). A marked improvement in the quality 
was apparent, as compared with the two first parcels. About 60 bales of 
old silk had found buyers, included in which is a parcel of “ common 
and inferior” Hanks, the price reported for same being $330 per picul. 
Arrivals of new Silk had not exceeded 50 bales, as producers, hitherto, 
had reeled their silk more to meet the requirements of native manufac- 
turers than foreign buyers. Stocks of new Silk were almost nil. Set- 
tlements, from Ist July to date, 150 bales, against corresponding period 
—season 1874-5, 300 bales ; do., 1878-4, 650 bales ; do., 1872-3, 1,100 
bales. Stock, 200 bales, old silk. 

SHaNnGHal.—The fortnight had witnessed hardly any alteration in the 
market. Good Tsatlees, perhaps, showed some littie weakness, and 
(above a cost of Tls. 300 per picul) could be hadat a reduction of Tla. 5 
per picul, but in the commoner grades of both Tsatlees aud Kiahings, 
rates remained almost precisely as they were, and in these sorts the 
bulk of the business transacted had taken place. Continental buyers 
had taken by far the largest quantity of silk. Arrivals continued to 
come in freely, but the steady demand prevented holders from feeling 
any préssure, whilst, frum all accounts, it would now seem that the ex- 
port would not exceed that of last season. Settlements for the fort- 
night, Chinas, 5,000 bales. Total settlements since Ist June, 1875, 
19,600 bales; against 1874-75, 18,500 bales; 1873-74, 12,000. bales. 
Comparative unsold stock on this market on the 24th July, 1875, 16,000 
bales ; 1874, 14,000 bales ; 1873, 9,000 bales. 

Canton.—Messrs. Deacon's Circular says :—Contracts for third crop, 
to extent of 600 bales have transpiret during the past two weeks, in 
addition to which 280 bales have been bought on the market. Con- 
tract prices are said to range from $320 to $3274 per picul for No. 4 
Tsatlee, and the quotation for that classification is now $330 per picul. 
The third crop so far, has nut come up to general expectation, and all 
that can be said in favour of it is that the quality shows a slight im- 
provement on that of immediately preceding yield. It is to be hoped 
however that subsequent arrivals will turn out better. One-half of 
the crop is said to be ycllow thread. The Native Guild have promul- 
gated a rule, which is to be in force on and after first proximo, to effect 
that in future Silk be tied up in the seller’s\shop, instead of in Foreign 
godowns. It isa matter for regret that a firm stand is not being made 
against such an arbitrary proceeding on the part of Chinamen, when 
the decided action of a few buyers would render abortive such dictation 
to foreigners. Loong-kongs are not in favour, and no settlements are 
announced. ; Long-reels, 80 piculs have been purchased for India; 
Re-reels have been in trifling request, and only 100 boxes are said to 
have been contracted for Laizly, The quality of most descriptions is at 
present indifferent.

THE SEIZURE OF THE “CARISBROOKE.” 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


S1r,—In reading through the comments which you make upon 
the above case, and in the general bearing of which I fully agree, 
I observe that you do not draw attention to one very important 

oint in connection with the subject, nor do I observe tbat it has 
ee noticed by any of your contemporaries. By the regulations 
in force among the Chinese, the local authorities making a cap- 
ture, in consequence of smuggling or evasion of Custom-house re- 
gulations, receive the larger portion of the fine or of the value of 
the property so seized ; so that the judge of the case at Canton, 
that is the Hoppo, is the party directly to be benefited by a 
decision against the ship. I think this is a point of considerable 
importance, and one upon which the public at home ought to

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THE REPORTED “ SETTLEMENT ” OF THE CHINA 
DIFFICULTY. 

THE Times of the 7th inst. contains a telegram, which, 
if it prove founded upon correct information, is of great 
importance, but in the correctness of which, as a whole, 
we can scarcely bring ourselves to believe. It is stated that 
Mr. WADE has consented to a settlement of the difficulty 
arising out of the murder of Mr. MARGaRY upon the 
bases of Yunnan paying an indemnity to the family of Mr. 


MARGARY, a special Chinese Ambassador being sent to |- 


London, the Chinese promising to punish the offenders, 
‘and the trade route between Burmah and Western China 
being opened. That these terms are such as it is very 
- likely the Chinese have proposed we have only too much 
reason to believe ; but it is extremely difficult to under- 
stand, until further information arrives, how the British 
Minister has been induced to consent to them. With the 
exception of one point, the opening of the trade route, they 
are all of them open to grave exception, and it is too much 
to be feared that, following his instructions too literally, 
our Minister has been disposed to give in, or at 
least abstain from immediate insistance, upon other 
points in order to obtain the concession of the trade 
route. That compensation should be made to Mr. MAR- 
GARY'S family, if they care for compensation or are in any 
want of it, is only reasonable ; but no such suggestion 
should have been entertained for a single moment before the 
punishment of the offenders had not only been promised 
but accomplished ; otherwise we are simply encouraging 
the Chinese in the idea that every possible offence, insult, 
or disregard of international obligations can be compen- 
sated for by a money payment. The appointment of a 
special Ambassador to London under the existing circum- 
stances is also open to very grave objections. There can be 
no other object in it than to gain time, and as we pointed 
out when the step was rumoured as likely some time ago, 
to induce the Home Government to assent to terms, which 
it is well known a Minister on the spot would not assent 
to. Past experience only too surely makes us know 
that the promise to punish the offenders is simply worth- 
less ; that the probability is nothing will be done to- 
wards it, and the certainty that the leaders will escape with 
only the appearance of being punished, and after being 
banished to Mongolia, will in a short time reappear in the 
Chinese Government service in higher positions than they 
occupied before—as has already frequently happened in 
such cases. In addition to this the recognition of a spe 
cial Ambassador under circumstances such as the present 
must have the effect of depriving our ministers in China 
of even the little influence which they still retain. As long 
as the Chinese can gain time they will hope for anything, 
and, what is more, by force of lying and misrepresentatien, 
will generally succeed in obtaining a great deal. There 
can, therefore, be no greater mistake than encouraging 
them to feel that, whatever the British Minister may say, 
his words are never likely to be immediately followed by 
action, and that, come what may, there is still always the 
chance of indefinite delay being obtained by the appoint- 
ment of a special ambassador to London. The opening of 
the trade route is of course the one point gained, but 
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even in regard to this there is a condition which may 
make it of comparatively little practical use. The ever- 
lasting and ubiquitous le-kin duty again obtrudes itself. 
Of course, it is to be hoped that some satisfactory regula- 
tion will be arrived at ; but considering the difficulties we 
have experienced on this score in other parts of China it 
is impossible to be too sanguine. Still, we are free to ad- 
mit that in the consent of the Chinese Government to 
open the new trade route a point has been gained, but it 
is a question whether in the concessions made on our part, 
in the acceptance of half promises in place of immediate 
action towards finding out and punishing those concerned 
in the murder of Mr. MARGARY, we have not bought this 
concession at what may ultimately prove to be a very dear 
price. 





RUSSIA AND KHOKAND. 

IN our article last week respecting the present position 
of the Ameer of KASHGAR, we casually alluded to the ope- 
rations undertaken by the Russians in the Khanate of 
Khokand and their determination to suppress the insur- 
rection there. From information since received from St, 
Petersburg we learn that at the very time at which our re- 
marks appeared che Russians were actively preparing for 
a battle which took place on the 4th. Their attack was 
made upon 30,000 Khokand troops, who had taken up a 
strongly-entrenched position. The Russians were com- 
pletely victorious, and carried the fortress of Machrain by 
storm. General KAUFFMANN, telegraphing to the Czar 
on the 6th inst., further states that the enemy was pur- 
sued a distance of fifteen versts, and that many of them 
were either drowned in the 4mu Darya (% Sir Darya), or 
killed, their total loss being very considerable. The Rys- 
sian commander adds that he intends to continue his 
advance upon Khokand as soon as the supplies of war 
matériel reach him from Khojend. The intelligence just 
received will, doubtless, make YAKOOB KHAN’S envoy, 
who is now at St. Petersburg, more than ever anxious 
to accomplish the purpose for which he was sent from 
Kashgar. : 





A CORRESPONDENT, whose letter we insert elsewhere, 
calls attention to what is undoubtedly a very important 
element in connection with the proceedings resulting from 
the seizure of the British steamer Carisbrooke, which were 
recently noticed in these columns. The fact that the 
Hoppo, who sat as judge in the Court for the settlement 
of the question, was the person who would be directly 
benefited by the seizure is certainly somewhat startling to 
English ideas of legal proceedings, though it is nothing 
much out of the way to those who are acquainted with the 
anomalies attaching to what it is almost a satire to call the 
administration of justice in China.“ Allusion has already 
been made to the fact that Mr. BRown, the Englishman 
who assisted in the seizure, would be pecuniarily benefited , 
by it, and this fact is in some points of view open to ob- 
jection, though of course not such serious objection as 1s to 
be raised upon similar grounds in regard to the Hoppo. 
It is obvious that the whole subject of our position in re- 
spect to Custom-house matters, seizures, and confiscations 
requires to be pat ey and the present occasion ought 
certainly to be availed of to place it upon a more definite 
and satisfactory basis. 


A cuURIOUS error is fallen into in a recent issue of the 
Globe. The morning papers published a telegram to the 
effect that Mr. WADE had determined for some time to 
stay at Tientsin; and, commenting upon this fact, the 
paper above-named considered it indicative of the re-estab- 
lishment of peaceful relations. The Globe is evidently not 
aware that the ordinary place of residence of the Foreign 
Ministers is at Peking, and that, so far as it afforded ground 
for any conclusion, the fact that Mr. WADE had determined 
to stay at Tientsin instead of at the capital, went to show 
that relations were becoming more, not less, unsettled. 





A TELEGRAM received at the office of the Chinese Mari- 
time Customs, Westminster, from Mr. Hart, states that 
Kvo-Sunc-Tao, formerly Governor of Canton, and a 
CHIEN-SHEN, a son of the President of the Board 0

THE NEWS FROM PEKING. 


(THE TIMES.) | 
The telegram from our correspondent at Shanghai encourages the 
belief that the cloud which lately hung over our relations with China 
is dispelled. It is announced that an indemnity will be paid to the 
family of Mr. Margary, and that the guilty parties will be punished. 


By way of guaranteeing the performance of the promises thus made a’ 


special Ambassador is to be sent to us from China : and if these pledges 
are redeemed in any reasonable fashion the Yunnan outrage will have 
been satisfactorily settled. The telegram from our correspondent does 
not stop with this news, good as it is when taken alone. It tells usin 
addition that a trade route is to be opened between Yunnan and Bur- 
mah; and an arrangement made to remove the standing difficulty 
arising from the attempts to levy internal Chinese taxes on goods of 
English merchants. The object of Mr. Margary’s mission will thus be 
attained at the same time that expiation is made for his murder. The 
fulfilment of the agreement will dissipate every cause of dissatisfaction 
with China and the Chinese Government and a new era cf peace and 
friendship will be opened. Our satisfaction at the reported removal of 
our grounds of complaint against China is, of course, heightened by the 
circumstance that we were prepared for news of a directly opposite 
character. Those who are least given to gloomy views of the future, 
and have the strongest dislike of that sentiment of aggressive hostility 
which is the normal mood of some minds towards independent nations 
of the East, were slowly reconciling themselves to the ‘unpleasant 
necessity of another war. The prospect was in the highest 
degree gloomy,but we were ready to accept our fate. There are 
rules of policy which must be enforced whatever the cost. We hope 
the relief from this reluctant sense of obligation which the news from 
Shanghai gives us does not lead us to over-estimate the probability of 
its truth. The confidence we feel in the accuracy of our correspondent’s 
communication ia, however, justified by the reflection that he has 
never been disposed to be sanguine of a peaceful settlement of the Yun- 
nan outrage, and would, therefore, not be hasty in accepting the re- 
port of such a settlement. It is just three months since Colonel 
Browne arrived in Shanghai upon his special mission to obtain repara- 
tion for the outrage, and the English settlement was inclined, as often 
happens, to complain that there had not been sufficient energy shown 
in insisting upon a prompt setltement. The result will prove that the 
method pursued by the responsible Envoy of the Crown was the best. 
What is reported to have been obtained will, when duly performed, 
satisfy all our demands, the only point in which the settlement can be 
deemed to be in any degree faulty being probably capable of explana- 
tion upon the receipt of fuller particulars. It is said that Yunnan will 
pay an indemnity to the family of Mr. Margary, and it is plainly fitting 
that the Province where the outrage was perpetrated should be com- 
pelled to make such reparation. But the payment of the indemnity 
to Mr. Margary’s family ought not to be in any way dependent upon 
its being raised in Yunnan. The Imperial Government of Peking 
should make this contribution at once, taking such measures as it may 
choose for recovering it from Yunnan. The necessary brevity of a tele- 
m from the other side of the world, is, however, probably answerable 
for the doubt whether the Imperial Government has assumed the duty 
of making reparation for Mr. Margary’s murder. It will be a matter of 
eater difficulty to verify the punishment of those who are implicated 
in the murder, and the mission of the Ambassador who is to visit us 
may perhaps be more immediately connected with this part of the set- 
tlement. Proof of actual participation in the crime is easily made diffi- 
cult, especially when the crime has been committed in an unexplored 
inland Province of a country like China, and months have passed be- 
tween the event and the attempt to bring the guilty to punishment. 
The statement that a trade route will be opened between Burmah 
and Yunnan is scarcely less important than the agreement to make re- 
paration for Mr. Margary’s murder. The necessity for obtaining re- 
paration was, indeed, urgent and could not brook delay, while we could 
easily have waited some time longer for the new access to the Flowery 
Empire. Yet it must be remembered that the mission which proved 
so fatal to Mr. Margary had for its object the formation of this route, 
and it is most proper that the opening of it should be made part of 
the settlement of the outrage. It may perhaps be doubted whether 
the wealth of the Province of Yunnan corresponds with the glowing es- 
timates which have been formed of it ; but it appears certain that it 
supports a large population, and though the transit of goods through 
Burmah must always be expensive, the comparative shortness of the 
route must make it economically advantageous. The distance from 
Canton is considerably greater, besides which the increased length and 
risks of sea-carriage to Canton must be taken into account. We need 
not dwell on the political advantages which may be expected to be se- 
cured by the creation of a roadway for trade which will make the Eng- 
lish merchant known on the western frontier of China. Although 
the present difficulty is, as we hope and believe, on the point of being 
arranged, our relations with China must be more or less insecure for 
some time to come ; and our best security for peace with China is to 
be found in a widespread sense of our influence and power. The visit 
of an Ambassador from the Imperial Court may be welcomed as a 
means of conveying a just impression of our character to China, and it 
is to be hoped that the Envoy will remain long enough to be some- 
thing more than a subject of talk and a spectacle for three weeks of 
the season. The extraordinary change in national policy and character

which has been consummated in Japan during the last few years pro- 
vukes the question why some similar conversion has appeared impossi- 
ble in China, and stimulates the hope, perhaps delusive, that at any 
moment it may be on the point of being accomplished. 


(THE STANDARD.) 

We could have wished that some more definite reparation had been 
insisted on for the Manwyne murder, which was not so much an out- 
rage on Mr. Margary and an injury to his family as a deliberate and 
unprovokec insult offered by the Chinese authorities to this nation. 
The principle of requiring a personal atonement for offences of this 
kind, which are not personal but national, is in all dealings with Oriental 
countries a bad one, and in the case of China, as we ought to know by 
experience, peculiarly unsatisfactory and dangerous. ‘I'he Chinese Go- 
vernment is never at aloss for expedients by which, while complying 
with the letter of its engagements, it is enabled to defeat their spirit, 
so us to appear in the eyes of its subjects as having succeeded in hum- 
bling one of the barbarian nations with impunity. The authorities néver 
have any difficulty about punishing the persons who are charged as the 
agents of the outrage, although the outrage itself may have been, as in 
this case it certuinly was, committed at their own instance and pro- 
bably by their positive command. The local governor provides the ne- 
cessary number of criminals out of the gaols, or among his personal ene- 
mies, and as it is always impossible to say whether these are the real 
culprits or not, the nation aggrieved has no resouree but to accept this 
satisfaction. In the present case we may demand, indced, that the go- 
vernor of the province and the general in command of the troops should 
be punished ; but it is always in the power of the Chinese Government 


to shield them by throwing the blame upon some of their obscure sub- 


ordinates. The principle of making a money compensation for the 
family of the victim a leading feature in our claim is also a most ob- 


jectionable one in dealing with Oriental nations, and especially with the 


Chinese. The family of Mr. Margary have their claim for such losses 
as they may suffer through his assassination not upon the Chinese but 
upon the British Government. It is our duty to take care that those 
who risk their lives in the public service are protected, and it seems un- 
dignified to call upon the Chinese to pay that which is a charge upon 
ourselves. Such an atonement as this is one which it is always easy 
fora Government like that of China to make, without any loss of pres- 
tige in the eyes of its subjects, and is therefore no proper satisfaction at 
all fur that which is not an individual but a national injury. 

The promise to open a trade route between Yunnan and Burmah is 
a substantial concession, but it should not be allowed to have any con- 
nection with the case of Mr. Margary. It is not a very happy com- 
mencement for the trade by this new channel between England and 
China that it is to open, not because the Chinese are convinced of ite 
advantages, but because Mr. Margary has been murdered. This is to 
extort by way of punishment what should come of grace and for the 
mutual benefit of both nations. Had Mr. Margary not been murdered 
it would still have been our duty to urge upon the Chinese Govern- 
ment the good policy of opening a road through Burmah between 
their country and India. By making this stipulation a part of the 
price of blood it is to be feared that we shall not greatly recommend 
the new arrangement to the Chinese, who ought to have been cone 
vinced of the advantages of trading with England without an engage- 
ment which in their eyes must appear penal. The value of the con- 
cession will in any case depend upon the spirit in which the Chinese 
authorities on the froutier carry out their instructions, as well as upon 
the co-operation of Burmah. As we know by experience, it is not 
enough to obtain from the Chinese a formal licence to trade with a 
part of their Empire in order to have it thrown open to commerce ; 
foreigners have had for some years the privilege, by treaty, of travelling 
through any of the Chinese provinces, and yet those who attempt to 
avail themselves of it do so at their personal peril, and, as in the in- 
stance of Mr. Margary himself, are exposed to loss of life. Unless we 
are to have in the future some better security for the observance 
of this cluuse in the agreement than we have had hitherto, 
it is destined to remain a dead letter, like every other compact 
which we make with the Chinese, and which it is inconvenient to them 
to keep. .The fact that one of the terms of the new engagement 
stipulates that a Chinese ambassador shall be sent to England is a 
proof of the small regard which China pays to treaties, and of the 
impunity with which she has been allowed to break them. From the 
year 1839 down to the present time we have had no fewer than four 
treaties with China, not counting this last, and there is not one, we 
believe, which did not contain a provision requiring the exchange of 
ambassadors. Except for a short period in 1860, when Chinese com- 
missioners were sent over to this country, with an equivocal commis- 
sion and certainly of inferior rank, there has been no attempt to ob- 
serve this condition. In other respects our experience of Chinese 
diplomacy is not such as to tempt us to put much faith in treaties 
made with that nation. It seems hopeless, indeed, to expect that the 
Chinese Government, which has been more than six months coming to 
a decision upon the Margary affair, will adhere to any terms which it 
is possible for it, by any chicanery or lying, to evade. It is doubtful 
whether it is ever wise to treat such a Government as one to be bound 
by the moral laws of honour and good faith in force among civilised 
nations—whether we ought not to have confined our negotiations to a 
peremptory demand for satisfaction for the Manwyne outrage, instead 
of permitting ourselves to embark in a general negotiation as to the 
terms of our future mutual intercourse, and thus permitting the 
Chinese authorities to escape the very penalty which they are most 
anxious to avoid, but which is the most effective of all punishments, 
namely, humiliation in the eyes of their own subjects, as well as of 
those neighbouring countries which, by their intrigues, have been en- 
couraged to defy and insult the British power. 

THE HOUR. 

We do not think it is necessary now to uphold the view that the 
Chinese will not keep their promises. No doubt all their proceedings 
will be characterised by their usual procrastination, and they will re- 
quire to be kept up to the mark. But the influences which have 
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wrung from their Government the present terms will be equally avail- 
able and potent three months hence ; nor can it be doubted that the 
despatch of a Chinese Embassy to London will greatly tend to keep 
matters.in the right grooves. The Chinese have no particular object 
to gain by defying our power in their seas. If they had they would 
have chosen this opportunity of standing out against Mr. Wade's de- 
mands. As they have conceded everything, it isa reasonable infer- 
ense that, however they might like to cross our path, they do not feel 
themselves strong enough to doso. And we know of nothing in the con- 
dition of China, either in the shape of money or other material resources, 
which would enable her to hope that six months hence she will en- 
counter our arms with better hope of success than at present. On the 
whole, then, we are inclined to regard the result of Mr. Wade's nego- 


tiations as highly satisfactory. Time has been wasted, but the upshot, 


is that we have got all we asked. Of course, it rests with ourselves 
whether these terms shall remain a dead letter or whether they shall 
be rigorously carried out. But we have no fear that either the Indian 
Government or the Home Government will be content with mere 
words, or that they will fail to exact both the letter and the spirit of 
the bond. 





OUB POSITION IN CHINA. 


(SPECTATOR. ) 

Just at this very moment, when the warlike or patriotic party is in 
wer, and is inflated with new successes, and is anxious to build up 
its reputation, it becomes necessary for England to make the Peking 
Cabinet submit to a visible and most humiliating defeat. It is neces- 
sary, andit is evident from the Queen's Speech that it has been resolved, 
to demand from China public redress for the murder of Mr. Margary at 
Manwyne. That seems to England most expedient, and is undoubtedly 
both just and necessary, but the way in which it strikes a Chinese 
Cabinet is a very different one. “Here,” they say, “are these intru- 
ders, who already, under pretext of trade. have become so dangerous on 
our East Coast, entering on the same pretext within our Western fron- 
tier, hitherto sealed up. They have been checked, very properly, but 
without our orders, by a brigand leader, whom we have just adopted, 
who is naturally anxious to prove his energy and his zeal, and who has 
performed important services in the West. Now we are called upon 
publicly to disavow all connection with this act; to issue a public Com- 
mission of Inquiry, as into a crime ; to offer a deep affront to the King 
of Burmah, just as he has submitted ; to degrade and perhaps execute 
the brigand, who is a valuable instrument ; to open our Western gate 
for ever—for if European life is safe there, it will stand open—and 
above all, to show to the people of the Western provinces, where we 
are supposed to be divine, that we cannot resist orders from the Euro- 
. Every Chinaman in the Empire knows that but for pressure, 

we should do nothing. Is there no way out of such a necessity ?” 


We are no alarmists in Chinese matters, for we recognise in Peking, 
asin Constantinople, though not in the same degree, the spell which 
the West has laid upon the East—the dread of defeat, which even the 
most resolute cannot always shake off—and know therefore that at the 
eleventh or the twelfth hour the ruling minds in Peking may decide to 
begin temporising again, but certainly here are suflicient materials for 
an explosion, ready stored. And we do not feel certain that the ma- 
terials for extinguishing it are ready stored also. It is true that our 
power to act on China after ah interval is very considerable indced. 
The fleet in Chinese waters is very strong, and we might rely in a dan- 
gerous emergency on that of France, and not improbably on those of 
Germany and Holland also. The Viceroy of India, after an interval, 
could spare 10,000 Queen’s troops, 20,000 Sikhs and Madrasseer, and 
adequate artillery, and could, replace them by drafts on Malta, Gibral- 
tar, and England, where we are not quite so badly off for men as Lord 
Elcho’s ‘‘ Man in the Street” is accustomed to believe. There are, 
too, about 1,000 soldiers in Hong Kong or afloat, and possibly as many 
Marines, who could be used to prevent a massacre,, if the Chinese com- 
menced hostilities in their usual way with amob-riot. But it must 
not be forgotten that India and China, though Englishmen habitually 
lump them together, are more distant from each other than America 
from England ; that the Indian Viceroy, head though he be of a 
military monarchy, does not own a ship; and that the Chinese 
can always, if they please, reduce us to a land march on Peking. They 
can block the rivers. Any serious expedition must involve a great loss 
of time, much and sudden expense, and a movement of troops for which 
we always seem unprepared. Time and distance are against us, make 
everything expensive, and compel us to run risks which, with all we 
now know of Chinese force, deserve most serious consideration. We 
could not provide against a reverse—and it is vain to say a reverse is 
impoesible—without an effort which, in expenditure at least, would be 
felt even in this country, where it should not be forgotten that a serious 
war with China taxes every household, and is felt in the accounts of 
every poor-house. We are deprived of half our natural strength in 
China by a geographical embarrassment which does not affect Russia— 
the Czar owning Manchooria—and the absence of which makes Japan, 
a tenth-rate’ power, more formidable to China than ourselves. 
We have no base of action sufficiently near, no Malta in the 
China seas, and it is this defect which, as we conceive the si- 
tuation, our Foreign - office should try to remedy. It is an 
odd fact that had the contingency which made the Pall Mall 
Gazette 80 gloomy actually occurred, and England been compelled to 
fight Spain and China at the same time, we might have struck a ter- 
rible blow against both at once by seizing the Philippines, the natural 
base for a European Power compelled to be formidable in Eastern Asia. 
That chance, however, did not occur, and as neither Spain nor Great 
Britain would consent to the exchange of Gibraltar for the islands, the 
Foreign-office must look elsewhere for the necessary foothold. Lord 
Derby knows, and we do not, whether the most most attractive of all 
plans is feasible,—whether, that is, it is possible to furm such an alli- 
ance with Yeddu as would virtually make of the Japanese “ samurai,”’ 
or feudal retainers, a British sepoy reserve, and give us the power of 
summoning ten thousand fairly good troops to moet any emergency in 
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Asia. We could have no base equal to the Inland Sea, if only we had 
the consent of the Japanese, who may yet need help both against ex. 
ternal enemies and against the internal difficulties created by an unscien- 
tific finance. The possibility of such an arrangement, desirablo as it 
might be, depends, however, upon circumstances and opinions scarcely 
known in Europe; and failing that—and failing Mr. Forster's still more 
attractive dream of the alliance which would make of San Francisco a 
British port—the only plan is, when the next struggle commences, to 
occupy Formosa, and by just government attract to it the Japanese, 
who seem 80 desirous just new to find occupation abroad. The island 
is equal in size to about five Suffolks, and could easily support a popu- 
lation of 3,000,000, is richly fertile, and on the broad range which 
traverses it from north to south offers good sites for European or Sikh 
cantonments. It could be made by a tobacco monopoly in a few years 
self-supporting, and would give us a point d’apput in the Chinese Seaz, 
which would speedily make our Minister the most important foreigner 
in Peking. It would be a second Singapore, placed three thousand 
miles further eastward and nearer to Shanghai, which is, and must re- 
main, the pivot of our interests in Further Asia. 


Habel and Stilitarp. 


The reliefs between the Mediterranean and China are to be 
carried out early next year, when the 28th Regiment will leave 
Malta to relieve the Ist battalion 10th, which is ordered to 
Gibraltar to relieve the 31st, ordered home. The troop-ship 
Himalaya, Captain Grant, will proceed to China next month to 
carry out the intended transfers, 

The command of the Midge, gunboat on the China station 
which has become vacant in consequence of the promotion to post 
rank of Commander John F. G. Grant, has been conferred upo 
Commander Henry Salmond (1870), late of the Magpie, on the 
East India station. 








The court-martial before whom Captain and Brevet Lieut.-Colonel 
Burton, R.M., was on his trial upon charges of scandalous conduct un- 
becoming an officer and gentleman, in that he made false statementa 
reflecting on the character of his late commanding officer, Colonel 
Richards, re-assembled at the Royal Marine Barracks, Stonehouse, on 
the 7th inst., by order. The same members were present as before— 
viz., Colonel Boyle, R.M., president; Colonel H. Adair, R.MA; 
Colonel Thompson, 14th Regiment ; Lieut.-Colonel Hill, R.A. ; Lieut.- 
Colonel Parsons, 103rd Regiment; Lieut.-Colonel Fowler, R.E. ; 
Lieut.-Colonel Harrick, R.M.; Lieut.-Colonel Blake, R.M., barrister- 
at-law, being Judge Advocate. The Court was re-assembled by the 
revising authority to reconsider one or two points, said to be minor 
points, in the finding. The reconsideration occupied about an hour 
and a half, no one being allowed in the room but the members of the 
Court. Neither prosecutor nor prisoner was in attendance. The 
finding of the Court will, in all probability, be promulgated this week. 

Colonel Pomeroy Colley, C.B., 2nd Queen’s, now employed on special 
service at Natal, will assume the duties of Assistant-Quartermaster- 
General at Aldershot on his return to England. Colonel Colley was 
employed on special service on the Cape Frontier in 1858-59-61,—and 
served throughout the China war of 1860, including the taking of the 
Taku Forts, actions of August 12 and 14, September 18 and 21, and 
advance on Peking (medal with two clasps). He also served in the 
Ashantee war from December 17, 1873, in command of the transports 
and line of communications, and was present at the battle of Amoaful, 
defence of the posts of Quarman and Fommanah, the battle of Ordahsu 
and capture of Comassic. He was several times mentioned in des- 
patches and received a Brevet of Colonel, C.B., and medal with clasp. 

The armament of the new forts on the Thames is rapidly progressing. 
At Coalhouse Point the whole of the guns ordered to be mounted are 
in position, and the first of the guns and platforms for the adjacent 
fort at Cliff will be received there within a few days. The works at 
Shornmeade are not so well advanced, but it is expected that in a few 
months the whole of these fortifications, designed to assist the garri- 
sons at Sheerness, the Isle of Grain, Gravesend, and Tilbury, in de- 
fending the river approach to Woolwich and the metropolis, will be in 
complete order. | 

Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel H. T. Arbuthnot, Royal Horse Artillery, 
is to succeed Major Fox Strangways as Captain of the Company of 
Gentlemen Cadets at the Royal Military Academy, Woolwich, when 
that officer is promoted. Colonel Arbuthnot served throughout the 
Eastern campaign of 1854-55, including the battles of Alma and Inker- 
man and siege and fall.of Sebastopol (medal with three clasps, Knight of 
the Legion of Honour, and Turkish medal). He also served in the Indian 
campaign of 1857-58. : 

The First Lord of the Admiralty has conferred the. good service 
pension of £150 a-year, for captains of the Royal Navy, vacant by the 
death of Commodore Goodenough, C.B., upon Captain Thomas B. Leth- 
bridge, R.N., and the good service pension of £200 a year, for general 
officers of the Royal Marines, vacant by the death of Sir John Hollo- 
way, K.C.B., of the Royal Marine Artillery, upon Lieut. General John 
Hawkins Gascoigne, C.B., Royal Marine Light Infantry. 

No success has attended the efforta of the officials despatched from 
Chatham Dockyard to obtain hands from the ship-building establish- 
ments on the Thames, the workmen refusing to leave their present em- 
ployment, as the rate of pay offered by the Government is considerably 
lower than that given by the private yards. A few shipwrights, how- 
ever, have been entered from the Clyde. 

The United States wooden frigate Hartford, Captain Harmoney, 
arrived at Malta from China on the 27th ult., and subsequently pro- 
ceeded to Messina. She will probably touch at Palermo and Gibraltar, 
and then return to the United States, having served in China and Japan 
as flag-ship for nearly three years. 
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In our issue of the 30th ult. we reproduced from the China Mail a 
statement that the Austrian corvette Friedrich was about to proceed to 
Sibuco in the Sooloo Sea, to exact satisfaction for an attack made upon 
a boat’s crew of that vessel by natives. This statement was, it appears, 
incorrect. The Friedrich has already received orders to return, and hag 
left for San Francisco. On her voyage home she will visit some South 
American Ports, and will therefore hardly arrive at Trieste before June 
next. The whole affair was simply a “row” between the natives and 
some sailors who went on shore without any caution whatever, and were 
without sufficient arms. 

The vacancy among the Brigadier-Generals on the Madras Establish- 
ment is to be filled by Colonel Mark Walker, V.C., C.B. Colonel 
Walker served in the Crimean campaign of 1854-55 and throughout the 
campaign of 1860 in' China as Brigade- Major of the 4th Brigade, reoeiv- 
ing the medal with two clasps and Brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel for 
his services. 

The time-expired non-commissioned offieers and men and invalid 
troops belonging to the Ist battalion of the 10th Regiment, brought 
home from Singapore in the steamer Ajax, were landed at Gravesend 
on the 6th inst. 

Lieut. Commander the Hon. A. C. Littleton, who commanded the 
Salamis on her last commission in China, has been appointed to the 
Express, of the Mediterranean Squadron. 

The old line-of-battle ship Princess Charlotte, which has served so 
long as commodore’s hulk at Hong Kong, is to besold. She waa origi- 
nally captured from the French. 

- Captain S. G. Huskisson, 80th Regiment, has again been attached to 
the Staff of Major-General the Hon. F. Colborne, C.B., commanding 
the forces in China. 

Deputy Surgeon-General A. Croker, who has just returned from 
service in Hong Kong, has been appointed Principal medical officer at 
Cork. 

Engineer Robert W. Jones, of the Kestrel, on the China Station, is 
promoted to be Chief Engineer in Her Majesty’s fleet. 

Assistant-comm. T, J. Kernaglian, of the Control Department, has 
sailed for Hong Kong.

; THE BRITISH ASSOCIATION. 

The address to the Geographical Section at the meeting of the 
British Association which has just been held at Bristol was delivered 
by Lieutenant-General Strachey, the President. He said that he pro- 
posed “to speak of the physical causes which have impressed on our 
planet the present outlines and forms of its surface, have brought 
about its present conditions of climate, and have led to the develop- 
ment and distribution of the living beings found upon it.” On this 
text General Strachey spoke at some length to a large and attentive 
audience. Among the papers read in this section was one “On the 
Pamir Plateau and the Upper Waters of the Oxus,’’ by Colonel T. E. 
Gordon, formerly of the scientific staff of Sir Douglas Forsyth’s mis- 
sion to Kashgar in 1873. Major Herbert Wood, who accompanied the 
Russian survey party in 1873, read a paper “On a probable cause of 
the change of direction which has occurred in the course of the Oxua, 
from the Caspian to the Aral.” The business of this section was con- 
cluded by the reading of a paper, by Mr. E. Delmar Morgan, “On 
Prijevalsky's Journey through Mongolia.” 


KEW GARDENS. 

Dr. Hooker’s Report of the Progress and Condition of the Royal 
Gardens at Kew during the year 1874 has just been issued. From the 
statistics given with regard to the number of visitors, it is evident that 
the popularity of these gardens is by no means on the wane, and from 
numerous entries in the various subdivisions of the Report we are glad 
to see that they maintain intimate relations with the Far East. On 
the latter point we summarise briefly the information given by the 
Director. 


Under “Interchange of Plants and Seeds,” we find that “ the receipts 
during the past year have been 4,762 planta of all kinds, and 2,656 
packets of seeds from 277 donors,” of which there were received from 
thirty-one contributors in Asia nine ‘‘ Ward's"’ cases, 616 packets of 
seeds, 249 stove and greenhouse plants, and fourteen herbaceous 
plants. Through the good offices of Messrs. Irvine and Woodward, of 
Liverpool, Dr. Hooker obtained a large stock of the true Liberian 
coffee, which “‘ is a larger and perhaps different variety from that re- 
ceived from Cape Coast. . . Large quantities of both have been sent to 
the coffee-growing British possessions.’”’ Dr, Thwaites informs the 
Director that the Cape Coast coffee sent to Ceylon is doing well, al- 
though it was immediately attacked by the leaf-disease. He also re- 
marks that “the Cape Coast and Liberian coffees, although they 
would seem to differ much as regards size of their respective seeds, 
yet in the matter of foliage there is great resemblance between 
them. In this latter respect they differ considerably from the 
ordinary coffee-plant of Ceylon, their leaves being a good deal 
larger, more firm in texture, and tapering more gradually to the 
base.” Owing to the disease and insect ravages by which of late years 
coffee has heen attacked in India, Natal, Ceylon, and other colonies, 
Dr. Hooker states that his attention has been “ directed,~-(1) to obtain- 
ing accurate reports as to the nature of the disease, of which several are 
confounded under one common epithet ; (2) to recommending measures 
for the cultivation of coffee in colonies once famous for its production 
where it has been almost abandoned, as well as in others where the 
cultivation has been scarcely attempted ; and (3) to the cultivation of 
new and important varieties.” We hope that his efforts in this direc- 
tion may prove beneficial to Ceylon and other coffec-growing colonies. 
Dr. Hooker finds that the demand for seeds of Facalyptus Globulus has 
continued unabated, but he is still unable to endorse the views of those 
who regard the tree as capable of cultivation in tropical swamps and as 
a prophylacticagainst ague and fever. He thinks, however, that in places 
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where it will grow “it will prove a very valuable source of timber of 
hard quality, and, contrary to the usual habit of hardwooded trees, it is 
of very rapid growth.” An assistant director having “ been selected 
for the Royal Botanic Gardens, Peradeniya, Ceylon, the director hopes 
that some progress may in consequence be male in the long expected 
Popular Flora of Ceylon, and that more may be effected in the arrange- 
ment of the herbarium, and in the distribution of indigenous types,” 

Under the heading “ Asia” the principal donations of seeds and 
plants are as follows :—Bulbs of Amaryllis (Lady Alcock) ; seeds of 
Cryptemeria Japonice:'from Japan (Capt. Bridgeford); orchids from 
Moulmein (J. H. Gilbert and Rev. C.S. Parish) ; seeds of Jris, sp., 
from Chefoo (Dr. Hance); case of Mangosteen plants (Major McNair); 
seeds from Nagasaki (C. W. Strickland); and stones of Apricot and 
cherry from Chefoo (Consul Swinhoe), The Ceylon and Hong Kong 
Gardens have also forwarded tontributions. 

Among the principal objects deposited in the Museums during the 
year are the following :—A large collection of vegetable fibres,mwith 
samples of rope, &c., made from them, exhibited at Vienna in 1878 
(Ceylon, Lunatic Asylum); additional specimens of Cingalese manufac- 
tures from leaves of palms, Pandanus (J. A. Ferdinandus, Ceylon) ; of 
these Dr. Hooker observes that “the whole forms a very interesting and 
important collection ;”’ specimens of vegetable oils and resins from Bur- 
mah (India Museum); Siberian grain basket made of birch bark (Dr. 
Lockhart); large block of “‘ Thinwin” wood of Burmah (Colonel Seaton); 
and a very extensive and varied collection of Cingalese manufactures 
made from the leaves of palms, Pandani, &c., together with a large col- 
lection of agricultural and other implements, made of native woods, and 
specimens of beetles ( Baridius aterrimus ) destrnctive to orchids at Sin- 
gapore (Dr. Thwaites,, The Science and Art Department, South Ken- 
sington, have presented a collection of H.R.H. the Duke of Edinburgh, 
consisting of robes, head-dresses, and pieces of cloth of Tapa or Paper 
Mulberry ( Broussonetia pupyrifera ), also raw materials and products il- 
lustrating the manufacture of paper from Broussonetia pupyrifera and 
B. Kaempferi. ‘ 

Among the additions to the Herbarium, under the head of Asia, we 
find a valuable collection from the neighbourhood of Peking (Dr. S. W. 
Bushell), Alga of Ceylon, determined by Professor Dickie (W. Fergu- 
son), and specimens illustrative of the Ceylon coffee fungus, Hemileia 
Vastatrix. Other contributions were received from W. Cuthill (Can- 
ton), C. Ford (Hong Kong), Dr. Hance, Consul Medhurst, Rev. C. 8S. 
Parish, &c., &c. 





Apvices from St. Petersburg state that Colonel Sosnovski, with his 
attendants, who is traversing Western China with a view to collect in- 
telligence respecting the Mahomedan rebellion and discover a conve- 
nient caravan road to South-Western Siberia, reached the town of Han- 
chunfu early in April. While on his way to that place a boat carrying 
his luggage was capsized on the river Han. The Russian Minister at 
Peking being immediately informed that the Colonel had lost his letter 
of safe conduct on this occasion, the Chinese Government at once sent 
the traveller a new passport, which procured him the most courteous 
reception wherever he went. On July 2 the Expedition left Lanchufu 
for Tsinchu. 

THE Japanese Vice-Admiral Enomoto, ambassador to the Russian 
Court, has arrived in Berlin, on a short leave of absence. Enomoto, 
whose mission to St. Petersburg a year ago gave rise to much specula- 
tion, has had during this short period of oftice to conduct diplomatic 
negotiations concerning the cession of the Island cof Sayghalien to 
Russia ; also in the dispute between Japan and Peru about the Maria 
Luz affair, which was submitted to the arbitration of the Czar, he re- 
presented the interests of his own country. 

THE Springfield (U.S.) Republican states that Chan Laisun has been re- 
moved from his position ss Secretary of the Chinese Educational Com- 
mission, and accordingly will remain at home, whither he went last 
December for a visit. The removal is understood to be caused by per- 
sonal intrigue in China, as there could apparently be no fault found 
with the manner in which he discharged his duties. 

Gey. Rebout, of the French Marines, will start on-the 15th inst. for 
Cochin-China, to conduct the general inspection of the French forces in 
that colony. He is expected to spend six months on his mission. He 
will present, on his return, to the Ministry of Marine, a detailed report 
of the military situation in Cochin-China, and on the increase of forces 
required for the defence of French establishments. 

THE Occidental and Oriental Steamship Company’s steamer Oceanic 
left Yokohama on June 138th, arrived ut San Francisco on June 29th. 
Her entire overland cargo left San Francisco on July 1st, and was ready 
for delivery in New York on July 11th.- Time from Yokohama to 
New York, twenty-eight days. 

Herr von HOLLEBEN, who has acted as German Chargé d’ Affaires at 
Yedo since the departure of Herr von Brandt as ambassador to Peking, 
is to be appointed to the newly-created post of minister resident at 
Buenos Ayres. 

THE Russian Government have prohibited the opium traffic in the 
Siberian Province of Semiretshinsk and the neighbouring district of 
Kuldsha.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 
———_+—__-____ 
TEA. 

A firmer tone is apparent in the market, that is, the continuous de- 
cline since the arrivals of new Tea has been arrested, as importers 
have at last made a stand, being encouraged by the improved demand 
from the provinces, apart from political causes, which it would seem, 
at any rate, for the time being, are likely to be satisfactorily adjusted. 
Telegrains from Shanghai report the second and third crop will be 
short, though for good common Congou prices are actually 14d. to 
2d. per |b. over those current here. At present there can be no fear of 
scarcity ; the increase in the first crop from Hankow and Kiukiang was 
6,000,000 lbs., and shipments from all China for the first three months 
of season 1875-6 over 100,000,000 Ibs., and visible supplies at the ship- 
ping ports at least another 25,000,000 lbs., with an increasing yield 
from Japan and India. To lookers on from this side, with the enor- 
mous profits made by the Chinese on first crop leaf, and high prices 
ruling at the shipping ports for common Teas, it is pardonable if 
people doubt the reports of short supplies ; for why should such hap- 
pen?

A at Lloyd's and twenty years in the Liverpool Registry,. but is conai- 
derably stronger than required by their rules. The vessel has been 
built to the order of Messrs, Thomson, Anderson and Co., Liverpool, 
and is intended for the India and China trade. As she left the ways 
she was named Sierra Madrona, by Mrs. Reid, wife of Captain William 
cg Liverpool, who has been superintending the building of the 
vesse 

The Earl of Dufferin, 1,770 tons (on her second voyage), from Liver- 

pool to Yokohama, with a cargo of about 3,000 tons of coal, was posted 
at Lloyd’s on the 9th inst. as missing with all hands. This vessel 
sailed from Cardiff in March, 1874, but being dismasted was towed 
into a Spanish port by a steamer, and to Liverpool to be 
thoroughly repaired and remasted ; she finally sailed on the 27th No- 
vember last, was spoken on the 19th Dec., and has not since been heard 
of. Her crew would number at least, fifty all told. 











THe P. anp O. FLEet.—The two steamers recently purchased by 
the P. and O, Company have arrived in the Victoria Docks, where 
they will probably remain for two months, These fine veasels are 
sister ships, and were built by Messrs. Caird and Co., Greenock, in 
1873, for the North-German Lloyd's Company, and named Feldmar- 
chall Moltke, and Minister Roon, which will be altered, the former to 
Assam, and the latter to Siam. Their dimensions are as follows :— 
Assam, length 351 feet, breadth 39 feet, depth 30°7, gross tonnage 
3,027 horse power, nominal 450} Siam, length 551 feet, breadth 
39 feet, depth 30°7, gross tonnage 3,009 horse power, nominal 450. 
The other of the Company's steamers in dock are the Poonah, Indus, 
Deccan, and Venetia. The Poonah will take the China mail from 
Southampton on the 23rd inst. 

THe Surz Canat.—Consul Percival reports as follows on the trade 
and navigation of Port Said for the year 1874 :—“The number of 
vessels of all nations with their net tonnage, which have passed 
through the Suez Canal during the year ended Dec. 31, 1874, was 
1,264 ; total net tonnage, 1,649,188 tons. Of this number, 898 vee- 
sels with a net tonnage of 1,209,612 tons were under the British flag, 
being 71 per cent. of the whole. By comparison with the return for 
the previous year, an increase of 93 vessels, of which 88 were British, 
will be observed, thus showing that the traffic through the Canal is 
steadily augmenting. The requisite depth of water throughout the 
Canal has been kept up with very little dredging, and I am informed 
that at the present moment only one machine is at work.”
